DANGEROUS MEN IN CUSTODY. 


Three Crooks In Boston Jail Today, a Part 


of a Bad Gang. 


[Special Dispatch to the Transcript.] 


BOSTON, Nov. 21.—Three burglars be- 


lieved to be members of a desperate gang 
that has infested Canada, New Brunswick 
and Nova Scotia recently, are under arrest 
in this city. They are Thomas Moran 
known to police as "Baltimore Elackie,'> 
Charles Fairfield known as "Baltimore 
Whitie," and James McCormack. 


The specific charge against these men 


is that of safe blowing and robbery at 
River Du Loup, N. B., and Antigonish, 
N. S., about a month ago. At the

place a battle 
was fought 


with the burglars and twenty-eight shots 
fired but no one was injured. One of the 
gang, John Wilkes, was captured and it 
is said will turn state evidence against 
those in custody here. The police believe 
these men to be members of the gang 
which killed a policeman in Montreal 
recently.

A PROBABLE LYNCHING. 


Saloon Keeper Shoots 
Two 


While Drilling. 


Soldiers

TEBBELL, Tex., Nov. 21.—While the 


Green Zouaves were drilling on Moore 
avenue last night F. D. Joyce, a saloon 
man, fired four shots at W. E. Oglesdy 
who was standing in the street. The sec- 
ond shot instantly killed S. S. Huckaby, 
a prominent young man, and the third 
went through the right arm of B. H. 
Scott, Jr., probably necessitating ampu- 
tation. Huckaby and Scott were mem- 
bers of the Zouaves and were drilling with 
their company when shot down. Friends 
immediately got hold of Joyce and with 
the aid of officers hurried him away from 
the crowd, which was frenzied with an- 
ger. There will probably be a lynching 
within the next twenty-four hours. 


HAD A HARD VOYAGE.

had a hard passage from Liverpool. Al- 
most at the start westerly gales were en- 
countered. Monday, November 15, the 
wind blew a gale with a velocity of fifty- 
six knots an hour with hail and sleet 
squalls at intervals of about half an hour 
which reached hurricane force, blowing 
seventy-five knots or ninety statute miles 
an hour.

RARE AND THRILLING CHASE. 


The Runaway 
Cow Captured By a 


Mounted Clarksburg Farmer. 


The residents on Houghton and Brook- 


lyn streets all the way from the Clarksburg 
line to River street were entertained yes- 
terday by a thrilling ride and chase, as 
thrilling as any ever seen at circuses and 
much more amusing. The competitors in 
the chase were a self-directed cow of more 
than ordinary speed and a man on horse- 
bark urging his steed as if he were 
Gilpin and more than Gilpin's fortune 
depended on him winning. The frisky 
cow with head erect, eyes glaring and tail 
swinging, was much in the lead at the 
head of Houghton street, but the gallop- 
ing horse, thundering along at unusual 
late was slowly clo.ing up upon her. 
Down the streets they tore, the school 
children huddling in knots on the side- 
walks 
from 
fear 
when 
they 
ap- 


peared in sight and then cheering the 
chase when it passed. Thus encouraged 
the chase proceeded, the cow losing at 
every leap. The horse and rider were 
picturesque though terrific in their speed. 
The mount was a heavy black charger, 
evidently unused to faster spurts than 
take place in front of a well loaded farm 
wagon, and the mounted was dressed in 
well worn and considerably torn once-blue 
overalls, working jacket and slouch hat. 
The horse at times would raise his head 
as if in fiery pride of his achievement and 
then the hat of the rider would mix with 
the mane and the urging heels would seek 
the horses side again. Thus continued 
tbe chase to the fear of all pedestrians and 
the bewilderment of residents along the 
route. Doors were flung open and people 
rushed out to see if murderous bandits had 
invaded the city and timid persons sought 
the windows in equal amazement. The 
cow's run was bound to end. Near the 
mill pond oa Brooklyn street she was 
overtaken by her mounted pursuer, who 
daringly leaped from his plunging horse 
and stopped her reckless race. The bridle, 
the only piece of harness on the horse 
was taken from him and put upon the 
cow and the farmer turned Homeward 
leading the runaway part of his dairy. 
The horse was allowed to retrace his 
course unguided and 
untrsmmeled. 


Sometimes he galloped, sometimes trotted 
and sometimes plodded wearily along, at 
which time he would appear to be reflect- 
ing upon the sight behind him of a cow 
with his blinders on her.

Celebrates Grandly In Odd 


Fellows Hall. 


FINE MUSIC AND LITE8ARY PROGRAM. 


Two Addresses by Grand Officers who 


were Presented by Prominent Citizens. 


Able Elocutionist. Large Audience 


Despite Unfavorable Weather. 


The eighth anniversary of Mountain 


lodge, A. O. U. W., was very fittingly ob- 
served last night in Odd Fellows' hall by 
as fine an entertaining and instructive 
program as any fraternal organization has 
placed before the North Adams public. A 
large number of friends of the members of 
the lodge assembled to be entertained, in 
fact the hall was filled to its utmost cap- 
acity. Ladies were as numerous as men 
and seemed just as appreciative and atten- 
tive. 


The program began by Clapp's orches- 


tra rendering an overture, "Nabucco," 
Vereli, and then followed twenty minutes 
with Prof. Andrews, a proficient magician 
from New York. Prof. Andrews proved 
himself a fine exponent of his art and was 
heartily applauded. The Pittsfield Banjo, 
Mandolin and Guitar club rendered "Jolly 
Horseman," galop, tee, when the pro- 
fessor had finished, and pleased the aud- 
ience greatly. The club was encored and 
responded cheerfully. It is one of the 
best organizations of its kind. 


Dr, J. Varnnm Mott of Boston, supreme 


secretary of the Workmen's Benefit asso- 
ciation was then introduced by Carlton 
T. Phelpa, who welcomed all in behalf of 
Mountain lodge. It was gratifying to the 
committee of arrangements, he said, to 
see so many present despite the unfavora- 
ble weather. He stated larger member- 
ship was desired by Mountain lodge and 
then gave way to the speaker. Mr. Mott 
is a very pleasing speaker and held his 
audience very attentively. He referred 
to the statistics given on the third page 
of the program as reasons why one should 
join the order. They are in short, that 
the expense to maintain a membership in 
the order is less than five cents a day, 
which protects your heirs to the extent of 
$2,000 at your death; the order is over 
twenty-sis years old, and has 340,000 
members; it has paid out to Its benefi- 
ciaries over $60,000,000; it is the only 
beneficiary society that gives its members 
a guaranty of the annual cost; it made a 
net gain of 20,2000 members in 1894, not- 
withstanding the financial depression; 
there are more than 46,000 members in 
the jurisdiction of Massachusetts and 
there has been paid out in the jurisdiction 
since 1S79 over $2,700,000, with a total 
cost to each member in 1894 of f 19. 


These figures he said expressed his sen- 


timents, and he then considered the asso- 
ciation more in detai1. He referred to its 
establishment and 'spoke of its large 
membership of 810,000. The equity of its 
assessments were touched upon. 
The 


Workmen's Benefit association was dis- 
cussed by the doctor, who is the associa- 
tion's oricinator. There are 3,500 mem- 
bers of the association in good standing, 
who have paid only $8 each this year for 
the insurance of $1000. 'The Benefit asso- 
ciation, he said, has come to stay and he 
invited every workman present to join it. 
His closing words were an earnest appeal 
to all men present to bring in their appli- 
cation for membership to Mountain lodge. 
He hoped last night's meeting would re- 
dound to the credit and glory of Mountain 
lodge. 


Mrs. Lillian Pierce Hennigar of Boston 


recited "Old Folks" by Eakins. 
Mrs. 


Hennigar has a fine stage presence and 
is an elocutionist of much ability. 
She 


gave an admirably fine interpretation to the 
piece, which had some verydifficultparts. 
In response to applause she gave "Seein" 
Things," Eugene Field. The Banjo, Man 
dolin and Guitar club gave the "Dandy 
Fifth" quickstep and when encored played 
Manhattan Beach, Sousa. 


Edward F. DanfortU of Skowhegan, 


Me., grand guide of the grand lodge, was 
then introduced by A. A. Wills, who gave 
some statistics about Mountain lodge. It 
was organized eight years ago and then 
had twenty-six members. Now it has 210. 
He spoke very complimentary of the 
speaker and then gave way. Mr. Danforth 
talked about the fraternal and social 
features of the order of workmen. He 
was complimentary to North Adams, to 
its scenery and to Mountain lodge. He 
spoke forcefully of the fraternalism of the 
workmen, proving it from the history of 
the order from the very beginning with 
Father Upchurch In Pennsylvania. He 
tound the principle of the order first ex- 
pressed in the word; of Christ when he 
voiced the golden rule. 
He considered 


the order doing more valuable work than 
all insurance companies combined. It 
has its own particular work which insur- 
ance companies cannot do. Where Is the 
insurance company that would send 
thousands of dollars to aid its policy hold- 
ers in the west as the grand lodge of 
Massachusetts did to the brothers of 
Nevada. 
Mr. Danforth is an eloquent 


speaker and made a deep impression upon 
his audience. 


Prof. Andrews then entertained with 


some illusions, which were very mystify- 
ing and, of course, inexplicable to any 
who observed him. Mrs. Hennigar re- 
cited "Woman's Rights" and her gestures 
were as fine as any ever seen in this town. 
She handled the supposed wooden arm of 
the women's rights advocate to entirely 
captivate her audience. She responded to 
the great applause by "an anthem" and 
appeared again and again and bowed, but 
was compelled to give another selection, 
"Miss Kate Pennoyer." 


W. F. Orr then explained all about the 


dancing that was to follow and Clapp's 
orchestra plyed "Darkie Jamboree," Puer- 
ner. While it was being played the floor 
was cleared and then dancing began and 
lasted until almost a dozen dances had 
been had.

The installation of W. L. Tenney as 


pastor of the Congregational church last 
evening was an event of much importance 
and interest to the church. Nor is the in- 
terest confined to that church alone. It is 
felt uy the other churches and by tbe 
community as well. 


The ecclesiastical council for the exam- 


ination of the candidate was called to 
order in the church at 3.10 p. m. by Rev. J. 
H. Laird of Hinsdale. Rev. Lyman Whit- 
ing, D. D., of East Charlemont was made 
moderator and Rev. A. B. Fenniman of 
Adams, scribe. Of the twenty churches 
invited to the council the following were 
represented, in a majority of cases by the 
pastor and one or two delegates: Adams. 
Canaan, N. Y., Dalton, Hinsdale, Lanes- 
boro, First, Second and South of Pittsfield, 
Richmond, First of Williamstown, Wit 
liams college, South Williamstown and 
White Oaks, Windsor and East Charle- 
moht. 


Prayer was offered by Hev. Dr. Whiting. 


Edwin Barnard, clerk of the church, read 
the action of the church and society in 
extending the call to Mr. Tenney, and W. 
C. Jones, clerk of the parish, reported the 
action of the society. Tbe records were 
satisfactory. Mr. Tenney then produced 
papers which were read by the scribe, 
and these also were satisfactory. 


Rev. Mr. Tenney made a brief statement 


of his Christian experience and call to the 
ministry. When the time came to decide 
upon his life-work the choice was between 
the ministry and teaching. 
His first 


choice was something of a compromise, 
for he became both a pastor and a teacher. 
He did not believe there was any more 
Christianity in preaching than there is in 
Christian professional or business life, but 
he felt that he could do more good in the 
ministry than in any other field. Since 
he began to preach his faith had grown 
stronger and he said he felt more joy now 
in preaching the gospel than he dreamed 
of when he began. Mr. Tenney felt that 
he had been led by the Master in coming 
to this church. 


On motion of Bev. I. C. Smart of Pitts 


field this statement was voted satisfactory 
and than it was decided to hear Mr. Ten 
ney's statement of belief rather than to 
resort to the questioning process. Mr. Ten 
r.ey read a paper clearly setting forth his 
religions belief,after which the council ad- 
ourned to the chapel to take action, and 
t was the unanimous voice-of tbe council 
that Mr. Tenney Ije installed pastor of 
the church. This ended the work of the 
afternoon. There was a small audience 
present in addition to the members of the 
council. 


Supper was served in the chapel to the 


members of the council, and the installa- 
tion services began at 7.39 o'clock. 
De- 


spite inclement weather a large audience 
was present. The church was prettily 
decorated with palms and flowers, among 
which chrysanthemums were prominent. 
The musical selections were well chosen 
and were excellently rendered by the full 
chorus choir under the direction of Prof. 
Mietzke. The invocation was by Rev. Dr. 
Whiting. Hev. T. C. Lace read a Scrip- 
ture selection—the first chapter of Joshua 
—and the installing prayer was by Rev.A. 
B. Penniman of Adams. 


The charge to the pastor was given by 


Prof. John R. Commons of the University 
of Syracuse, N. Y^ who said the mission 
of Christ on earth was three-fold. 
He 


came to teach charity, justice and person- 
al righteousness, A nation is not safe 
wherein j ustice does not prevail and where 
legislation is bought and sold. The indus- 
trial situation is wrong when men work 
from twelve to fourteen hours a day for 
$1 and their employers work almost as 
hard to spend their surplus wealth. Our 
ideas of justice are not sensitive enough. 
On one hand we have the slums and 
saloons and on the other luxurious ease 
based on inherited wealth. 
A nation 


cannot survive whose people will not 
work, and if they work from fear they 
are slaves. They must love their work. 
Out of the conditions existing come the 
criminals, paupers and vagabonds. Prof. 
Commons spoke of the demands of work- 
inginen and the reason why their demands 
are not acceded to, and other matters 
pertaining to the welfare of society, and 
said it was one of the duties of the min- 
ister of today to lead the people into con- 
ditions of true equality. The preacher 
must also be specific. Glittering generali- 
ties are disappointiug. Hs must be just, 
must learn that not all rights or duties 
are on one side. He must be ahead of his 
times. He must be a leader and to de 
this he must have faith in humanity, as 
Christ did. 


The right hand of fellowship was given 


by Rev. J. C. Smart of Pittsfield, who 
after talking a short time in a semi- 
humorous vein assurred Mr. Tenney that 
the representatives of the Congregational 
churches in this neighborhood would 
keep faith with him and that he would 
find encouragement and strength in this 
good 
fellowship. 
"It 
doesn't make 


much difference," 
said Mr. 
Smart, 


whether your views are in all respects 


like those we hold or not, we welcome 
you as one laboring with us for Christ." 
Mr. Smart referred feelingly to the late 
Dr. Coyle and closed by again extending 
to Mr. Tenney in behalf of the council a 
cordial welcome to the sisterhood of 
churches and brotherhood of ministers. 


The fellowship of the North Adams 


churches was extended by Rev. A. B. 
Church, pastor of the Universalist church. 
About a year ago this church was render- 
ed pastorless and a quintet of ministers 
who hod worked very loyally and earnest- 
ly together was broken. The waiting for 
a successor seamed long, but now he has 
come and we already begin to feel that 
we heve found the right man for the place. 
I listened to your profession of faith and 
feel that we are taking no risk. You will 
find in this community some startling sur- 
prises. Great changes ara liable to come 
suddenly and 
you 
will 
have to 


look out for yocr theology. I take 
great pleasure in extending to you the 
cordia) greeting and hearty fellowship of 


the ministers and churches of North 
Adams. Christian unity does not require 
uniformity of structures, and while tbe 
churches of North Adams differ in some 
ways, there exists among them a deep 
and earnest Christian unity. 


Dr. John Bascom of Williams college 


gave the charge to the people. He spoke 
of form and force, spiritual purity being 
the force and social prosperity the form. 
Much is said about a sound mind in a 
sound body," but the perfect man must 
have not only a sound mind, but a sound 
heart in a sound body. Social prosperity 
must come trom spiritual purity. One is 
the form, the other the force, and we can- 
not have them separate. 
Dr. Bascom 


thought there wus too much seeking for 
spiritual purity and social prosperity 
separately. 
As ministers, he asked, do 


we not 
fail 
by 
trying 
to 
carry 


to the world spiritual purity without so- 
cial prosperity V Do not we leave men 
destitute of the form of what we de- 
clare to be the substance ? There is a big 
difference between seeking heaven and 
the kingdom of heaven. We are anxious 
to go to heaven, a blessed place far away, 
while we ought to bring the kingdom of 
heaven right here. This work God en- 
trusts to us. It is ours to

our work mean redemption ? To bring

In the house there were some four 
families. On the third floor ot the house 
was the Munden family— husband, wife 
and child. • On tint basement floor Nich- 
olas Quirk and family lived. 


On Nov. !> someone tried to burn the 


hnusn. A baby carriage was standing on 
the first floor hall wuy. A rag saturated 
with oil was placed in the carriage and set 
on flro.

Mr. Carney. Over Carney's cellar is a 
grocery store run by thu latter. 


The particular rag used in this instance 


is in tho possession of tho firo marshal, 
and Mrs. Mimdeh has admitted that It ia 
the one she used.

How the Ameer of Afghanistan Gives 


Vent to His Uagc. 


Torture and Cremation Are 


the Methods Adopted. 


Failure at Son's Political Mission 'Means Sac- 


rifice ol Many Lives. 


LONDON, Nov. SI.—The failure ot Naz. 


rullah Khan, second son of the Ameer of 
Afghanistan, to arrange for a permanent 
Afghanistan representative ut London 
during his recent visit to England, has 
thrown the ameer into a terrible temper, 
according to a letter to The Evening 
News from Qnotta, Beloochistan. 


In consequence of the rage (if the Ameer 


of Afghanistan, manypersons havo been 
burned alive, a great number of his sub- 
jects have been imprisoned,, while many 
others have fled from the country. A 
notable named Kotwal, who accompanied 
Prince Nazrullnh on the occasion of his 
visit to England, is to be tortured as soon 
an he arrives at Cabnl. It is expected that 
Nazrullah Khan himself will bo punished, 
and that possibly ha will 
l>o banished 


from Afghanistan. 


The. visit of Nazrullah Khan, the second 


son of the Ameer of Afghanistan, was 
one of the features of social and political 
life iu London last summer. Tha ameer 
himself was invited to pay a visit to the 
Queen of England, hut his health would 
not permit him to accept the invitation. 
At first it was proposed that his eldest 
son, Prilico Habblbnllah, should go to 
England instead, but the ameer, having 
virtually handed over tho reins of govern- 
ment to the heir-apparent, decided tliat h» 
could not allow him to leave Cabol. 


* 
TaOV Wuted. 


The duty of representing the Ameer of 


Afghanistan then devolved upon the sec- 
ond son, Prilleo Nazrullah. No expenso 
v«vs spared in selecting presents for the 
royalties ot Europe, fully two lakahs of 
rupees being expended at Cashmere for 
tho purchase of rich shawls and other 
costly presents. In addition to this, large 
sums were paid out for the purpose of 
giving :ill the crowd of his son's followers 
suits of clothing and money suitable to 
rank, etc. The eccentricities of Prince 
Nazrullah amused and astonished all Eu- 
rope. 


It was expected upon his return to Af- 


ghauistan that he would wed the daughter 
of a wealthy chief. But this part of the 
program seems to have been disarranged, 
owing to the disfavor existing because of 
the failure of the political end of his mis- 
sion. 


One estimate was made showing that 


Ijis few weeks'visit to London cost tho 
English government £8600 for entertain- 
ments and traveling expenses, exclusive 
of the large bills brought in by the proprie- 
tors of the hotels where the prince stopped 
because of the peculiar methods of the 90 
natives of his xnlUt, some of them even 
persisting in killing and preparing at the 
rooms of the hotels 'after the manner of 
the Afghanlstans, the animals Intended 
for food for their royal master.

UNCLE SAM'S FIGHTERS 


Likely to Take a Hand In Quieting 


the Murderous Turks. 


Armenians Partly to Blame 


For Recent Outbreaks. 


Polico ol Constantinople Are Releasing Many 


ol the Prisoners. 


Lomos, Nov. 21.—Tho Chronicle this 


morning expresses the opinion that the 
presence of United States Ambassador 
Bayard at tho foreign office yesterday in- 
dicates a desire on the part of the United 
States government to join in the Euro- 
pean concert for the purpose- of aiding in 
the suppression of the present Armenian 
difficulty and assisting in the restoration 
of peace iu the Turkish empire. 


A dispatch from Washington states thit 


the TJ. S. warship Minneapolis has been 
ordered to join the European squadron 
immediately, doubtless on account of the 
Turkish situation. She is now in Ameri- 
can waters. 
' 


The orders to Captain Wadlcigh of the 


Minneapolis are to report to Admiral Sel- 
frldge upon reaching Gibraltar, but unless 
the admiral issues other orders by that 
time the ship will make Smyrna her des- 
tination. This point is believed to be as 
Dear as a warship can get to the American 
mission stations believed by the mission- 
ary boards in this country to be endan- 
gered by the general uprising of the 
Mussulmans in Asia Minor. 


While the state department authorities 


felt that due precautions had been taken 
in the ordering of two vessels—the San 
Francisco and the Marblehead—to this 
coast, still a point was yielded to make 
the safety of the missionaries additionally 
secure, nnd after advising with Minister 
Terrell, tho orders to the Minneapolis 
were forwarded. She is now at Norfolk 
in perfect condition, but needs to take on 
additional stores and coal to begin her 
5000-mile voyage from Norfolk to Smyrna. 


In .Search of FftcU. 


A dispatch to The Times .from Constan- 


tinople s.iys that tho Austrian, Italian, 
Rnssinn and British representatives have 
applied to the sultan for firmans, giving 
them safe conduct for the inward passage. 
A second dispatch boat will be attached 
to the boats of each of tho respective em- 
bassies. 


The six representatives of tho powers 


held a conference yesterday in order to 
discuss certain supplementary measures 
which will be recommended to tho ''porte 
for the restoration of order in Asia Minor. 
and it ia understood that some format 
common action for the protection of for- 
eigners is impending. 


Armenian Refugees' Storlei. 


Armenian refugees who havo arrived 


here from tho different provinces from 
which they fled at the time ot the 
recent 
massacre 
havo petitioned tho 


patriarch to assist their co-religionists 
who were unable to get away, saying that 
famine is threatening tbnlr country, and 
that the most terrible sufferings may bo 
anticipated when the cold weather sets in, 
as thousands of Armenian families are 
without shelter, the result of the destruc- 
tion of their homes by the Turks. The 
Armenians ask the patriarch to appeal 
to the different countries of Europe for 
money, food and clothing, as it seems 
next to impossible for the Turkish govern- 
ment to do anything in tho way of assist- 
ing the distressed people. 


There has been some sharp exchange of 


messages reijencly between the A-'menian 
patriarch, the Turkish ministers and the 
foreign ambassadors. 
The patriarch was 


desirous of calling in person upon tho 
minister of the interior or other govern- 
ment officials for the purpose of placing 
certain complaints before them and in or- 
der to tender his services in the work of 
relief and reform. But, it appears, tho 
Turkish officials positively refused to re- 
ceive him iu audience until he published 
an encyclical condemning the alleged in- 
trigues and demands of the Armenians. 


As it has been demonstrated that the 


Turks in the great majority of cases were 
to blame for the massacres, and as tho 
sultan has agreed to the scheme of re- 
forms for Armenia insisted upon by the 
powers as the result of an investigation 
upon the part of their representatives into 
the actual condition of Armenia, the pa- 
triarch was unable to issue such an en- 
cyclical, for it would practically have ad- 
mitted that the demands of the Arme- 
nians were not justified, and would, it 
ia believed, have considerably 


Hindered the Work ot Reform. 


Consequently the patriarch made an ap- 


peal to the ambassadors, and placed before 
them tho strongest evidence he could pro- 
cure regarding the massacres which have 
recently occurred, and begged them to use 
their influence in order to put an end to 
this situation of affairs. 


He was assured that everything possible 


under the circumstances would be and 
was being done, but the patriarch was in- 
formed evidence had been furnished which 
established'beyond any reasonable doubt 
the fact that the agents of the Armenian 
revolutionary committee had been actively 
at work inciting the Armenians against 
Turkish rule, and that the Armenians 
themselves were to blame for a number of 
the outbreaks which had occurred, al| 
though this did not justify the bloody re- 
venge afterward taken by the Turks. 


The police are not making so many ar- 


ests, and a number of Armenians havo 
been released from the different prisons 
where they have Tieon confined for some 
time past. The reason given for their un- 
expected release is that the police have not 
been able to find evidence against them 
which would justify their further incar- 
ceration. 


Tiie released prisoners make the most 


startling statements as to their treatment 
while in custody, and tell horrible tales 
of the filthy and overcrowded condition of 
the Turkish prisons. They say they were 
barely given enough food to keep body 
and soul together, and that they were 
beaten and otherwise tortured daily in or- 
der to compel them to betray what they 
knew of the organization of the Arme- 
nian revolutionary committee. But, they 
add, all these efforts to make them trait- 
ors were in vain. 


9Iur<!«roiu Kurd* Headed Off. 


A dispatch from Odessa says that it is 


stated from Kars, which is located 100 
miles northeast, of Erzroom, that the Rus- 
sian frontier guards havo killed or cap- 
tured numerous Kurds who have been 
engaged in pursuing Armenians trying 
to escape. 
Three Americans who have 


just arrived at Kars state that they arc 
the sole survivors of an Armenian villaga 
which numbered 1000 inhabitants before 
the massacres. 


JOHN ROESSLER'S tiEATH 


Believed to Have Been Caused by Injuries In- 


flicted by Wife. 


PROVIDENCE, Nov. 21.—A warrant was 


issued yesterday for the arrest of Mrs. 
Caroline Valois of Saundersvillc, charg- 
ing her with'.the murder of her father. 
John W..Eoessler, on'the night of Oct. 31. 
The whereabouts of Mrs. Valois ore at 
present unknown. 


On Nov. 1 Mrs. Roesslcr and daughter, 


Mrs. Valois, informed the authorities that 
Boessler had been found dead in bed with 
a bullet hole in his head during the night, 
and that he had committed suicide be- 
cause of despondency. Although Coroner 
Woods accepted tho story of suicide, thu 
people of Saundersville said they believed 
llocssler was murdered. Many stories of 
trouble in tho family were freely circu- 
lated, and when Medical Examiner Smith 
heard these stories he held an autopsy. 
He found suspicious evidence, and an in- 
quest wiis held yesterday, when it wan 
Rho\yn that by the nature of the wound In 
Roessler's head he could not have com- 
mitted 'suicide.
